In  the  inti'oduction  to  the  4th  Liefetning,  Lichtenberg  says 
that  tlie  publication  of  this  part  was  delayed  by  his  sickness; 
he  died  Feb.  24,  1799,  as  the  publisher's  preface  to  the  5th 
Lieferung  informs  us.
